New York (CP) — Girl scout- 
ing is firmly established in Ger- 

reported Miss Gertrude 
Burns, in charge of Girl Scout 
activities in the United States oc- 
cupation zone, on her arrival re- 
cently from Germany. 

Since 1947, the number has 
grown to 300 troops, totalling 
§,000 girls, despite the fact that 
the United States military auth- 
orities are not anxious to have 
the movement become highly or- 
ganized. 

“They don’t want a unified 
youth movement,” Miss Burns 
said. “They want diversity to 
give German young people the 
opportunity to join various youth 
organizations. 

Because of this viewpoint, Girl 
Scouts do not wear uniforms, 
though they have scouting in- 
signia. ; 

In 1933'a few Girl Scout 
troops existed in Germany. Some 
of these went underground later. 
One in Munich sheltered a Jew- 
ish girl during the Hitler regime; 
another in the Rhineland smug~- 
gled Jews ahd political refugees 
across the order in Luxemburg. 

Today Girl Scout troops are 
taking refugees Into their troops 
and helping children in orphan- 
ages and refugee camps.

The bill legal- 
izing cocktail bars was rushed 
through the Ontario House, with- 
out notice, within a week, with- 
out any debate being allowed.

Many of the designs 
have religious meanings, and 
many others are family patterns. 
The most fnmous of the Pueblo 
potters is Maria Martinez, who is 
famous for her glazed, black art, 
which is very beautiful.

Some in Can- 
ada, but meze are in the United 
States. Many fine canvases are 
from the har.ds of Indian painters 
whose color and vivacity are of 
the finest, but the art is truly 
Indian in expression.

Mervyn Hutson Acquitted of 
Murder. in Timmins Axe 
Slaying of Mother 


Cochrane, Oct. 23 — (CP) .— 
Mervyn Hutson, 23, Friday was 
freed of a charge* that he had 
murdered his 42-year-old mother 
with an axe. 

The battered body of: his moth- 
er, Mrs. Lucy Hutson, was found 
May 20 in the basement of her 
Timmins home. ' 

“It is your responsibility, not 
mine.” Mr. Justice J..G. Genest of 
the Ontario Supreme Court told 
the jury. ; 

“You have taken an extraordi- 
narlly lenient view in this case.” 

Then ‘he told Hutson. he was 
free, adding: “You are very for- 

During the trial, Hutson testt- 
fied he could not remember any- 
thing thet happened in his home 
the day of the killing or for threé 
days afterwards. 

Mr. Justice Genest ruled ad- 
missable the evidence of Con- 
stable Charles Glynn who sald he 
talked with Hutson on May 23 and 
Hutson told: him he struck his 
mother with an axe after she 
“started hollering and shouting 
worse than I ever heard her in 
my life.” 

“I did not know what It was I 
hit her with. Then I noticed it 
was the axe.” - 

Crown witnesses testified Hut- 
son and his mother . had. been 
drinking beer the day of the kill- 


Defence counsel W. C. Inch ar- 
gued that the Crown had not 
proved its case. It had established 
no motive for Hutson while there 
were other people who had a 
motive for cle Hut- 
son. - 

Dr. R. P. Smith, who perform- 
ed the autopsy on the body, sald 
there were two wounds in the 
back of the head — elthtr of 
which would have been fatal — 
and which could have been made 
by an axe. 

Dr. H. L. Minthorn, coroner, 
testified that Hutson was no’ 
drunk when he examined him in 
the police office after the slaying 
although he was “excited and 
smelled or liquor.

Death of Surgeon 
Ends Heart-Valve 
Research 


Charleston, S.C., Oct. 23—(AP) 
—The death Thursday of a young 
surgeon ended heart-valve re- 
search which he had hoped would 
save his own life. 

Dr. Horace G. Smithy, 35, his 
heart weakened by rheumatic 
fever in his youth, died of pneu- 
monia and a heart condition simi- 
lar to that which he relieved in 
operations on others. 

His operation on Betty Lee 
Woolridge, 21, of Canton, Ohio, 
last Jan. 30 made medical history. 
He overcame two surgical diffi- 
culties encountered in the last 
previous unsuccessful attempts in 
the 1920s. The difficulties were to 
keep the heart beating and to see 
the valve. The Smithy technique 
cut away the scar tissue in the 
valves that interfere with blood 
flow in the heart chambers. 

Doctors at Roper Hospital, 
where he had been a patient the 
last month, said Dr. Smithy had 
planned to undergo an operation 
this fall to save his life.

American Woodcock 

Nature has provided the mys- 
terlous Woodcock with a suit- 
able tool for pulling earthworms 
out of the ground, and in conse- 
quence this is the sole American 
bird possessing a bill with the 
lower section shorter than the 
upper, which is movable, and into 
which it fits at the tip. Though 
classed as a shore bird, It does not 
necessarily visit a beach. The 
district must be molsty soft mud 
is ideal. But it inhabits swamps, 
damp shrubbery, and even up- 
land woods. Unlike other shore 
birds, it forages at night. Because 
all its feeding takes place on 
the ground, . where it catches 
grasshoppers and injurious in- 
sects as well as its staple diet of 
worms, the Woodcock has been 
given special facilities for watch- 
ing enemies that are above it. 
Very large eyez, which have giv- 
en this unique bird the name “Big 
Eyes” are placed near the top of 
its head. Whistling with its feath-

When the three or four 
eggs hatch, the pieces of shel 
are not removed because the be- 
bies leave home immediately. 
With wings raised high to help 
preserve balance, they run along, 
unless mother has given the sig- 
nal that danger is near, when 
they crouch motionless while sie 
flutters over the ground squeal- 
ing, to draw attention from her 
darlings, Sometimes she carries 8 
child to safety between her legs. 
Sportsmen have so hunted 
Woodcocks, that these interesting 
birds were for a time In danger of 
becoming extinct, in spite of the 
fact that they leave for the south 
very soon after the open season 
gins.
